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INTRODUCTION 


The  Catalog  of  Adult  Education  Projects  for  fiscal  year  1984  Is  the  seventh  in 
a  series  of  annual  listings  of  special  adult  education  projects.    The  Catalog 
is  developed  to  facilitate  the  exchange  of  programmatic  information  among 
adult  education  practitioners  in  the  field  about  projects  funded  by  States 
under  Section  310  of  the  Adult  Education  Act. 

Project  abstracts  included  in  this  Catalog  were  collected  by  Donald  McCune, 
Chair  of  the  National  Council  of  State  Directors  of  Adult  Education  (NCSDAE) . 
He  made  every  effort  to  collect  information  from  all  States  and  Territories. 
A  total  of  46  States  responded.    A  total  of  382  abstracts  were  received. 

The  abstracts  appear  in  the  Catalog  under  19  subject  categories.    They  are: 
Administration,  Adults  With  Disabilities,  Adult  Basic  Education,  Adult 
Perfoimiance  Level/Life  Skills,  Conanunity  Linkages,  Correctional  Education, 
Counseling,  Disseroination,  English-as-a  Second  Language,  Employability , 
Evaluation,  General  Educational  Development,  High  School  Diploma,  Recruitment, 
Staff  De\/elopment ,  Technology,  Tutoring,  Women.

1.  A  large  number  of  recent  immigrants  who  seek  gainful  employment 
iratiediately  Upon  arrival  yet  urgently  need  to  learn  a  new  language 
and  vocation.    They  often  do  not  have  the  time  to  attend  regular 
adult  education  classes,  since  working  for  their  support  is  a 
greater  urgency.    These  immigrants  may  be  confined  to  "dead-end" 
jobs  which  greatly  delimit  the  immigrant's  chances  for  upward 
mobility. 

2.  Some  young  immigrants  have  difficulty  keeping  up  with  their  school 
work  because  of  language  barriers  and  drop  out  of  the  regular 
school  program.    Without  a  high  school  diploma  their  chances  of 
finding  gainful  employment  are  curtailed  and  their  future  is 
bleak.    Some  are  tempted  to  engage  in  criminal  activities. 

3.  Asian  immigrant  women  must  adjust  to  a  new  lifestyle  in  the  United 
States.  They  often  must  seek  work  to  help  support  their  families, 
but  do  not  have  the  formal  training  to  find  meaningful  employment. 

The  enumerated  problems  encountered  by  immigrants  in  Hawaii  and 
immigrant  characteristics  can  be  seen  clearly  among  the  residents  of 
Xuhio  Park  Terrace  for  whom  the  Susannah  Wesley  Community  Center  is 
presently  providing  services.
